WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Henry H. 
Fowler asked Congress today to 
raise the ceiling on the

tional debt to $365 billion, up

WASHINGTON (AP)—Ameri­ 
can housewives will be paying 
two to three per cent more for 
groceries by this summer, the 
Agriculture Department pre­ 
dicted today. 
The anticipated hike in retail 
food prices is expected to wipe 
out a decline of nearly one per 
cent during the first three 
months of the year, then ad­ 
vance another one or two per 
cent on top of that. 
For the year as a whole, the 
department forecasts an aver­ 
age jump of about 1.7 per cent 
in food costs above last year. 
Primarily 
because of the 
projected price hikes, consum­ 
ers are expected to spend about 
$94.6 billion for food this year 
compared 
to $91 
billion in 
1966. 
The forecast for higher retail 
food prices comes at a time 
when prices paid farmers for 
food they produce are down 
nearly 10 per cent from last 
summer and seven per cent be­ 
low last year’s average. 
Some of the expected Increase 
in retail food prices would re­ 


flect 
anticipated upturns in 
some farm prices, particularly 
for meat animals. Somewhat 
reduced marketings of cattle 
and hogs are expected as a con­ 
sequence of some contraction In 
livestock production under the 
pressure of prices unsatisfacto­ 
ry to farmers. 
The department said current 
indications point to an increase 
in both production and mar­ 
keting of farm commodities this 
year, with the upturn concen­ 
trated in crops. 
Because consumer incomes 
went up while food prices eased 
off slightly, the department said 
consumers spent an averags of 
17.5 per cent of their income for 
food during the first quarter of 
the year, the lowest of record.

When machines were first introduced in England 
in the 18th century, workers often rioted and 
destroyed the machines, believing they would 
put them out of work. 
In the stocking industry 1,000 stocking frames 
were destroyed in a single riot, but, by the end 
of the 19th century, workers employed in the 
stocking industry multiplied a hundred fold. 
There 
were an estimated 7,900 persons em ­ 
ployed in the cotton textile industry in England 
in 1760 when the 
spinning machinery was in­ 
vented. Fear of job loss caused hysteria among 
the textile workers, and armed force was re­ 
quired to overcome opposition to 
machine 
installation. 
Yet, 27 years later, the number 
of people employed in the cotton textile in­ 
dustry 
had risen from 7,900 to 320,000. 
Mention of such increases usually stimulates 
the challenge, “ It may be true that the in­ 
vention of machines resulted in more jobs in 
the past, but things are different now.’’ 
Are they? 
Just a few years ago, some commercial air­ 
line pilots were worried about the use of the 
jet airliner in airline service. 
With the in­ 
creased size and speed 
of the jet planes, 
pilots were predicting that far fewer flights, 
and fewer pilots, would be needed. 
What they did not understand was the very 
thing that 
worried them most; the increased 
speed of the jets. Managers of airlines noticed 
that their big, new jet airliners completed their 
trips so much more quickly than the 
older 
propellor planes that they often sat idle for 
many hours of each day. Machinery only earns 
money when it is in use, so airlines began 
searching for new ways to keep their new jets 
flying and earning throughout the day. 
Until recently, an airplane carried passengers 
•or freight; 
it couldn’t do both. Now, however, 
£the genius of personal enterprise has produced 
|a means whereby, in less than 20 minutes, 
•passenger seats are removed to make room for 
5freight. 
Conversely, on 20 minutes notice, the 
| seats can be replaced, and the freight carrier 
| is ready to take on passengers. 
| With this innovation, airlines put aircraft to 
; greater use, and are adding hundreds of pilots 
[to their payrolls. 
The airline industry is not unsual in this re- 
|gard. The telephone iniustry is another example 
>f automation. In 1940, the Ohio Bell Telephone 
Company employed 9,894; in 1960, there were 
J19,795 on the 
payroll - one which, starting 
sin 1940, grew from $18.4 million to $113 million 
3in 1960. 
While payrolls were increasing, the 
srates charged customers decreased 
almost 
§50 percent. 
The number of their customers 
5tripled and the number of long-distance calls 
•quadrupled: another way of saying each em - 
Iployee’s ability to produce increased, a feat 
|that can be accomplished by using faster and 
J 


better equipment. 
But. 
Isn’t it possible that in some businesses 
the use of machines will reduce the need for 
¡employees? And wouldn’t this cause increasing 
¡unemployment? 
In some instances, the use of 
[machines will reduce the number of 
jobs, 
¡but will not throw men out of work permanently. 
1 First, the new machines that replaced work- 
2 men on a job must be made by someone. New 
• jobs come into existence when men are hired 
|to make new machines. The jobs that are done 
• away with by the machines are at least partly 
2 offset by the creation of new 
jobs in making, 
• selling^ and repairing the new machines. This 
sis why so much emphasis is being placed on 
• manpower retraining. 
2 The manufacturer who buys new machines 
2does so in order to cut costs and increase 
|profits. To the workman concerned about keeping 
¿himself employed, these profits are of utmost 
¿importance. 
There are several ways in which 
|th e manufacturer’s profits will create more 
ijobs. 
He may enlarge his production by buying 
| more machines, which would require more work- 
|m en to operate the machines and to produce 
Ithem, 
Such was the case with the 
airline 
¿industry which ordered more jet airlines. 
3 If the manufacturer who realizes profits from 
£ the use of new machines decides not to pur- 
1 chase more, he will likely invest his profits 
5 in other ventures - creating more jobs. 
| If other manufacturers see the great gains 
3 made by the manufacturer who installed 
new 
£ machinery, will they buy the same machinery, 
2thus forcing down prices and profit? Wouldn’t 
¡¡this cause a reduction in the number of jobs? 
z Except for a couple of things, 
it could. 
5 Lower prices will affect customers in one or 
2 two ways: 
they will buy more - perhaps in­ 
c r e a sin g jobs; or, the money saved as a result 
5of lower prices can be spent on other things, 
• maintaining the number of jobs or increasing 
z them. 
§ Seen from any standpoint, the fear that ma­ 
c h in e s and automation will throw men out 
of 
2work permanently is groundless. 
Automation 
¡has been increasing 
steadily for more than 
200 years. 
If this did cause unemployment, 
¡by now there would be no jobs. 
The world population today is 6.5 times as 
irge as it was in the early 18th century when 
lachines first came to use. Machines and auto- 
lation 
have made possible the production of 


enough necessities ot life to support this in­ 
crease in population. 
In underdeveloped nations with little or 
no 
machinery, everyone works hard, and 
this 
backbreaking labor barely keeps them alive. 
The purpose of automation is to increase pro­ 
duction; not only has it accomplished this pur­ 
pose, it has reduced the physical effort re­ 
quired of man.

It will last 
only as an administering opera­ 
tion until a special convention 
is called. The junta is working

in a year. 
The old 
order has changed. 
And 
not 
because 
“ Fitz” 
fumbled the spread > eagle, 
intricate 
trucking 
negotia­ 
tions. Those of us who have 
microscoped the new 
pact 
know that it calls for 
almost 
100 per cent more than Hoffa 
won during the last go round 
in *64. At that time the gen­ 
eral president got a 41.5 cent 
raise over three years. 
Now with a cost of living 
increase 
of any size, 
the 
agreement 
can bring as much 
as 78 cents an hour more • at 
least by a conservative pro­ 
jection. Of course, 
most of 
this wbl be passed on to the 
shippers and then to we, the 
people. 
So Fitz has delivered as the 
Acting 
General President. At 
his side 
were 
many of 
the 
Team sters 
vice presidents— 
but not the “ egg • head” Harold 
Gibbons who, 
as recently as 
two 
weeks ago, was publicly 
defending his former chief. 
There were reports that the 
Junta told off “ Fitz” during 
the recent high command se s­ 
sion in Chicago. Not so. They 
told off Hcrffe. They quietly 
told 
Fitz that they had told 
their regional and local people 
to start going through regional 
council leaders and local union 
officials - and not to lift 
a 
phone and call 
national head­ 
quarters for a muscled hand and 
a swift call from the national 
President. Those days 
are 
over. 
But it was Hoffe, not Fitz who 
was the target.

truly is the 
junta'ff 
prisoner. They can

Well, they now deem it vital.

can set the rules

except

vision dealing with the term s 
of office for officers . . . and 
the

salaries 
and expenses 
of of­ 
ficers.” 
This simply 
means that the 
special convention can do any­ 
thing regardless of what

constitution says except change 
the length of the terms

tional officers from five years 
and the salaries, for example, 
of the president ($100,000 an­ 
nually) 
and 
the 
secretary- 
treasurer ($75,000). 
Thus two • thirds of the board 
« nine members by a legal count

tory and headlines. Mohn is ac­ 
ceptable to George Meany and 
the rest 
of 
the 
AFL-CIO's 
high command. So is Meany’s 
old friend, Tom Flynn, head of 
the Eastern Conference. Meany 
has conferred with 
both men 
over the years. This means that 
the Team sters’ 
1.8 million 
members 
could well be inside 
the AFL- CIO by the federa­ 
tion’s December 1967 conven­ 
tion 
in Florida, but certainly 
by the 1969 
biennial conven­ 
tion if Mohn and Flynn 
be­ 
come 
the Team sters’ leader­ 
ship team. That would make 
a powerful coalition of virtual­ 
ly 16 million 
members. What 
difference then to the federa­ 
tion if Walter Reuther 
pulls 
out. 
Return of 
the 
m assive 
prodigal would give the AFL- 
CIO 
enormous 
organizing 
strength and considerable fonds 
for national and world- 
wide 
action. 
Soon, Indeed, Hoffa will be 
just a forgotten

Prayer Is Response to 


God; Submission to Will 


By GEORGE W. CORNELL 
AP Religion Writer 
A refugee child, placed in an 
American foster home, had her 
first experience with prayer. As 
the story goes, she described 
the family devotions as “talking 
to someone who isn't there.” 
Obviously, it seemed to her a 
strange procedure, and even 
among the religiously versed, 
there have been recurring ques­ 
tions about the ways and work­ 
ings of prayer. 
“ Teach us to pray,” the apos­ 
tles 
asked 
Jesus 
in 
the 
beginnings of Christianity. 
And believers ever since have 
approached the discipline of 
personal prayer variously —-in 
confidence or uncertainty, in 
regularity or hardly at all, as an 
intimate compass to life, or a 
mere external formality. 
Nowadays “prayer for many 
is like a foreign land,” says the 
Rev. Dr. Robert McAfee Brown, 
a 
Presbyterian 
theologian. 
“When we go there, we go as 
tourists. Like most tourists, we 
feel uncomfortable and out of 
place.” 
Catholic philosopher Michael 
Novak, writing in the 
weekly, 
Commonwealth, says it is aston­ 
ishing “how many unnstiansno 
longer pray,” as if God no long­ 
er was available in private de­ 
votions. 
Novak says that one of the 
troubles is that many Christians 
“have scarcely progressed be­ 
yond the habits of childhood” in 
regard to prayer. 
They 
“think 
that 
prayer 
means asking for things, for 
good weather, to find lost ob­ 
jects, to obtain peace of mind, 
to make an important sale. The 
mode is ‘gimme*. The implicit 


world view is magical.” 
But as he and many Christian 
scholars emphasize, prayer ba­ 
sically involves an attitude of 
responsiveness to God, of con­ 
centration on openness to His 
will, whatever it may be, which 
is what a person needs, even 
though he doesn't know it. 
“Prayer is response to God,” 
says the Rev. Dr. John B. 
Coburn, dean of the Episcopal 
Theological 
Seminary, Cam­ 
bridge, Mass. 
It is all right, he says, “to 
begin by asking God to help us 
in any way we see fit,” but in 
genuinely receptive 
prayer, 
“we end by asking God to help 
us as He sees fit, and to meet 
our needs, not as we see them, 
but as He sees them.” 
That was the example set by 
the Virgin Mary at the annun­ 
ciation, “ Thy will be done,” and 
by Christ before His crucifi­ 
xion, “Not My will, but Thine, 
be done.” 
Ultimately, “You are using 
God when you pray for your 
own ends,” writes noted Protes­ 
tant theologian Reinhold Nie­ 
buhr. 
Prayer, he adds, should not be 
for “trivial ends” but for “in­ 
tegrity, courage, wisdom.” 
Through the ages, church 
scholars have often pictured the 
totality of living, and sensitivity 
to it, as a continuous prayer, or 
effort to attune on self to full 
reality.” Pray 
without ceas­ 
ing,” St. Paul advised. 
As Martin Luther, the 16th 
Century Protestant reformer 
put It, “ Faith is nothing but 
pure prayer.” 
Catholic Novak says that for 
the adult Christian, prayer is 
“fundamentally an orientation 


Meal Planning 


Helps Insure 


Balanced Diet

KENNETT - The Neighborhood 
Service Center Aides in New 
Madrid, Pemiscot, and Dunklin 
counties 
have been 
studying 
meal planning, comparison of 
brand labels of canned fruits, 
meats, and fish in a series of 
three 
classes. 
The recom­ 
mended daily dietary allow­ 
ances for individuals in pro­ 
tein, calcium, iron, vitamin A, 
and ascorbic acid (vitamin C) 
were referred to in checking 
diets. 
Forty-eight aides 
and 
Head-Start cooks attended the 
sessions last week. 
The aides studied the prepara­ 
tion of deep-yellow and dark- 
green vegetables. 
These two 
classes of vegetables 
rate 
high in carotenes precursors 
of vitamin A. This vitamin may 
be stored in the body. 
The 
carotenes are converted into 
vitamin A. 
Citrus fruits, tomatoes, fresh 
strawberries, a.id cabbage are 
among the many foods valuable 
for their content of ascorbic 
acid or better known as vitamin 
C. 
Fresh green cabbage and 
bell 
peppers 
contain con­ 
siderable amounts of vitamin 
C. 
The way the food is prepared 
depends on the retention of all 
food nutrients. Serving 
the 
food 
i m m e d i a t e l y 
after 
preparation; whether it is a 
raw vegetable or cooked one 
will mean more retension of 
vitamn C. 
Using a 
small 
amount of water and 
rapid 
cooking of vegetables are other 
principles to be observed. 
The 
dark-green 
leafy 
vegetables are notable sources 
of iron, and calcium. 
These 
minerals are not uniformly dis­ 
tributed in the different parts 
of the plant. Calcium in the 
outside green leaves of 
the 
plant is three to five 
times 
higher than in the pale 
inner 
part of lettuce. 
Leaf lettuce 
has more vitamin A value than 
the varieties that have pale- 
green heads. Carrots are a rich 
source of vitamin A or caro­ 
tene. 
The aides found in checking 
the No. 72 “ Nutritive Values of 
Foods” that many of the 
in 
season summer foods as canta- 
lope, 
watermelon, 
straw­ 
berries, 
and sweet potatoes 
yield appreciable amount 
of 
vitamin C. 
Liver, unlike muscle meat, is 
an excellent source of vitamin 
C and vitamin A. 
The lean 
meats 
and glandular organs 
supply 
iron for hemoglobin 
which is often found low in the 
disadvantaged family’s 
diet. 
Dry beans and peas are good 
sources of vitamin B and fair 
sources of protein. When these 
foods are used as 
main 
dishes; it is important to also 
serve some animal protein in 
the meals in form of cheese, 
milk beverage or perhaps 
a 
milk dessert.

There are various types 
of 
prayer — adoration of God, 
thanksgiving, 
confession 
of 
wrongs, intercession for oth­ 
ers, petito for guidance, and 
all of them intertwine to some 
extent in most prayers. 
Dr. Coburn, in a book, “Pray­ 
er and Personal Religion,” of­ 
fers some specific suggestions 
for developing a mature person­ 
al prayer life. Most of the prac­ 
tical methods also have been 
commended by other Christians 
in history. 
Among them: 
Pray each day at the same 
time. 
Have a regular place of pray­ 
er. 
The 
posture you assume, 
standing, kneeling, sitting, or 
lying down, makes no differ­ 
ence, except as it aids your own 
concentration. 
Prepare for prayer with a 
brief period of devotional read­ 
ing. 
Pray as long as you need or 
want to — no longer. 
Pray whether you “feel like 
it” or not. 
The Rev. Dr. Daniel D. Wil­ 
liams of Union Theological Sem­ 
inary, says that in prayer, “God 
himself ventures with us into a 
future where His decisions take 
account of our actions. 
“It is not a question that 
prayer will change God's mind 
or His Intention. That is surely a 
naive view of the matter. Rath­ 
er it is the discovery in prayer 
that the soul and God are joined 
in personal freedom and God 
has given us the dignity of deci­ 
sion.”

OF SIKESTON, MISSOURI, AS 
FOLLOWS: 
Section 1; 
That the City of 
Sikeston, Missouri, subject to 
the terms, conditions and stip­ 
ulations mentioned in this Or­ 
dinance, hereby grants a fran­ 
chise to Associated 
Natural 
Gas Company, a 
corporation 
organized and existing pursuant 
to the laws of the State of Dela­ 
ware, Grantee, and to its suc­ 
cessors, lessees, and assigns 
the right to lay, 
construct, 
equip, 
operate, 
repair 
and 
maintain a system of gas mains, 
pipes, conduits, and 
feeders 
for the purpose of supplying and 
distributing natural and/or ar­ 
tificial gas for light, fuel, pow­ 
er, and heat and for any other 
purpose, to the residents or 
inhabitants of the said City, and 
further, the right to lay, con­ 
struct, 
operate and maintain a 
system of works and compris­ 
ing buildings, machinery, gas 
mains, pipelines, pipe conduits, 
manholes, underground 
con­ 
duits, appurtenances and appli­ 
ances of every kind and charac­ 
ter necessary and 
proper in 
the conduct of said gas busi­ 
ness within the corporate limits 
of the City as they now exist, 
or may hereafter be extended, 
for the purpose of distributing 
and selling gas to said 
City 
and to the residents or inhabi­ 
tants thereof, and to others, and 
for the purpose of conveying, 
conducting or distributing gas 
from such system to any point 
beyond said city Limits. 
Section 2; The Grantee herein 
is expressly given the right and 
permit to use the streets, ave­ 
nues, roads, highways, alleys, 
sidewalks 
and 
other 
public 
places, as now laid out, 
or 
hereafter to be established, for 
the purpose of laying gas mains, 
pipelines, conduits and feeders, 
and the necessary attachments, 
fixtures, 
connections, build­ 
ings, structures and appurten­ 
ances for the purpose of con­ 
veying or conducting gas from 
any point within the said city 
or to any point beyond the City 
Limits of the said City or to 
any point, through and beyond 
the City Limits of said City, 
apd to operate and maintain a 
spätem of pipelines, 
pipes, 
conduits, feeders and the nec­ 
essary attachments, 
connec­ 
tions, buildings, 
structures, 
fixtures 
and 
appurtenances 
for the distribution of gas with­ 
in said City to serve the said 
City and the residents and in­ 
habitants 
thereof, and others; 
provided, however, that where 
alleys are accessible for laying 
mains and pipes, the 
City 
shall have the right to require 
that the mains and pipes shall 
be laid in the alleys 
instead 
of the streets, and plans for 
laying 
mains must be 
sub­ 
mitted to the City Manager or 
specially, appointed represen­ 
tatives before 
final designa­ 
tion is made. 
Section 3; 
In the opening and 
refilling of all openings made 
by the Grantee, it shall relay 
the pavement and do all other 
work necessary to 
complete 
restoration of the streets, side­ 
walks or grounds to the condi­ 
tion equally as good as 
when 
disturbed. 
Section 4; No fees or charges 
of any kind shall be 
Imposed 
upon the Grantee or upon any 
successors, or upon any 
con­ 
sumer of gas for the 
breaking 
or 
opening of any highway, 
street, 
road, avenue, 
alley, 
or other public places, or for 
the laying of any main, service 
pipe or other connections there­ 
in. 
Nothing in this franchise shall 
be construed in such manner as 
to in any manner abridge the 
right of the City to pass 
and 
enforce the necessary police 
regulations for the purpose of 
protecting the citizens of said 
City and their property and the 
property of the Grantee. 
Grantee shall at all times keep 
and display the necessary dan­ 
ger signals and proper guards 
around all excavations and ob­ 
structions, and shall as soon as 
practicable restore all openings 
on the highway, road, 
street, 
avenue, alley and other public 
places to condition equally as 
good as before said 
openings 
or obstructions were made. 
Section 5: 
The Grantee shall 
do no injury to any 
highway, 
road, 
street, avenue, 
alley, 
lane, bridge, stream or water 
course, park or public place, 
nor in any manner disturb or 
interfere unnecessarily 
with 
electric lines, nor with 
any 
public 
or private sewer or 
drainage system, 
or 
water 
lines, now or hereafter laid or 
constructed by said City or by 
any authorized person or cor­ 
poration, but no electric con­ 
duits or sewer or water pipes 
shall be so laid as to interfere 
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unnecessarily with any 
gas 
main or pipes which shall have 
been laid prior to the time of 
laying such electric conduits, 
sewer 
or 
water pipes. The 
Grantee shall fully 
indemnify 
and 
save 
harmless the City 
from any and all claims 
for 
damages for which said 
city 
shall or might be made or be­ 
come liable by reason 
of the 
granting of this 
franchise, or 
any negligence or carelessness 
on the part of said 
Grantee, 
or because of any act or omis­ 
sion of the Grantee in the con­ 
struction and operation of its 
system of mains and pipes. 
Section 6: 
The Grantee shall 
supply gas under the terms and 
conditions herein specified to 
all applicants not In arrears for 
any bills for gas, 
service, 
pipes, 
appliances, 
or 
other 
things, 
owning or occupying 
premises on or abutting 
the 
streets, 
avenues, 
or other 
public 
places In which 
such 
gas mains or conduits are laid. 
The Grantee shall have 
the 
right to require a written agree­ 
ment with all applicants 
for 
natural gas. The rate or rates 
to be charged for gas, the mini­ 
mum monthly bill, the 
meter 
connection, moving or 
other 
charge, the amount of the im­ 
mediate deposit, the terms and 
conditions under which gas is to 
be served the individual appli­ 
cant, and other things shall be 
determined by such agreement. 
Such agreements 
are to con­ 
form with the 
state laws and 
regulations governing same. 
The Grantee shall have 
the 
right to make and enforce as a 
part of the conditions under 
which it will supply 
gas for 
heat, power, light, fuel or other 
purposes 
as herein provided, 
all needful rules and 
regula­ 
tions not inconsistent with law 
and the provisions of this fran­ 
chise. 
The rates charged 
and 
the 
Rules and Regulations 
under 
which service is to be supplied, 
for domestic, commercial and 
industrial consumption of gas 
shall be reasonable and as may 
be approved by the Public ser­ 
vice commission of Missouri or 
the Commission or Regulatory 
Body then having 
jurisdiction 
over the rates of Grantee. 
Section 7; 
The Grantee shall 
make, 
own and maintain all 
necessary connections with its 
mains, lay pipe to curb 
line, 
or to point on or near property 
line where no curb 
line 
has 
been determined, and 
may at 
its option install a service cock 
and 
box. 
Grantee 
will also 
designate location of, set and 
own the meter, but all 
other 
piping, connections and appli­ 
ances for the purposp of utiliz­ 
ing gas shall be furnished and 
installed by the house owner, or 
consumer, at his risk and ex­ 
penses. 
Section 8: The Grantee shall 
furnish promptly to the proper 
authorities any and all infor­ 
mation which may be requested 
by them in regard to the size, 
location or depths of any of the 
pipes, mains, conduits or ser­ 
vice pipes, in any form whatso­ 
ever and any other information 
in regard to its occupation of 
roads, highways, streets, ave­ 
nues or public grounds of said 
City, which they may demand. 
Whenever the word ” Grantee” 
occurs in this 
Ordinance, 
it 
shall mean and it shall be un­ 
derstood to be the ASSOCIATED 
NATURAL GAS COMPANY, its 
successors, 
lessees, or as­ 
signs, and whenever the words 
“ authorities” or “ proper au­ 
thorities” occur in this fran­ 
chise they shall mean and shall 
be understood to mean the au­ 
thorized officer or 
officers, 
committee or board represent­ 
ing the City of Sikeston, Mis­ 
souri, or Grantor. 
Section 9; 
All rights, privi­ 
leges and authority granted by 
this Ordinance shall, upon its 
acceptance by Grantee in the 
manner hereinafter 
provided, 
be and remain in full force and 
effect for and during the term of 
ten years from and after its pas­ 
sage and approval; 
provided, 
this Franchise and all rights and 
privileges 
herein 
provided 
shall be extended 
for two (2) 
successive periods of five (5) 
years each, unless the munici­ 
pality by notice given to the 
Company and by Ordinance duly 
enacted and approved at least 
six (6) 
months before the end 
of such term of ten (10) years, 
or before the end of the first 
extended term of five (5) years, 
as the case may be, shall de­ 
clare such termination effec­ 
tive. 
Section 10: Grantee shall file 
Its written acceptance of this 
franchise 
Ordinance 
within 
sixty (60) days after its passage, 
and thereafter shall make pro­ 
per application with the neces­ 
sary 
and proper regulatory 
bodies for the necessary 
and 
proper permits to operate said 
gas 
system. 
Grantee shall, 
within twelve (12) months after 
procuring all of the necessary 
certificates of convenience and 
necessity and all other proper 
permits, both from the 
State 
of Missouri and 
the Federal 
Government, begin actual con­ 
struction of laying 
gas lines 
for the distribution 
of gas in 
said City. 
All delays, 
how­ 
ever, 
occasioned by strikes, 
weather, riots, floods, war and 
acts of God shall be excepted 


from the performance 
period 
herein. 
The 
City Council of Grantor 
may from time to time extend 
the periods provided in 
this 
Section. 
Section 11; Grantee shall pay, 
and in consideration 
of 
the 
granting 
of 
this 
franchise 
agrees to pay, to the City as a 
franchise tax and compensation 
for the rights and privileges en­ 
joyed hereunder, a sum equal to 
five (5%) per cent of Its gross 
annual revenue from the sale 
of natural gas in said munici­ 
pality, excluding any revenue 
derived from service to 
the 
municipality 
or any 
revenue 
froth Industrial consumers. 
It Is understood and 
agreed 
that the 
computations of the 
per cent of the 
revenue 
as 
above provided shall be com­ 
puted on the basis of the revenue 
from January 1, through Decem­ 
ber 31, of each year prior to 
the year in which the payment 
shall be made. 
The Company 
shall pay the 
City on or before the tenth day 
of each month the amount of the 
payments arrived at in the man­ 
ner herein provided at the rate 
of 1/12 of such annual amount. 
Such payments shall be In lieu 
of all other franchise, licenses 
or occupation taxes which may 
be levied or attempted to be 
levied by said City for 
said 
gas 
business. 
Upon request 
of the City, Grantee shall make 
available for examination by 
duly 
authorized 
representa­ 
tives the necessary 
records 
to determine the payments made 
hereunder. 
Section 12; Said Grantee shall 
have the full right 
and power 
to assign to any other person 
or persons, 
co-partnership, 
firm or 
corporation, any and 
all rights conferred upon it by 
the terms of this 
Ordinance, 
after it has Installed, erected 
and built a gas 
distribution 
system; provided, that a mort­ 
gage or trust deed or judicial 
sales made thereunder or un­ 
der tax sales or the transfer 
of 
this 
franchise to 
a sub­ 
sidiary, 
shall not be deemed 
an assignment within the mean­ 
ing of this Section. Any assignee 
of the rights of the 
Grantee 
herein, by accepting such as­ 
signment, shall thereby become 
subject to all of the terms, con­ 
ditions and provisions of this 


Ordinance; and in the event of 
any assignment by said Grantee 
of the rights hereby conferred 
upon it, such assignment shall 
be In writing and a 
duly au­ 
thenticated copy thereof shall 
be filed in the Office of the Clerk 
of said City of Sikeston, Mis­ 
souri. 
Section 13: The Grantee shall 
maintain 
sufficient, 
suitable 
and adequate pressure of gas In 
Its 
mains, where the service 
line to consumer 
attaches to 
the Grantee’s main or pipeline 
In a street or alley 
adjacent 
to such 
consumer’s property 
line. 
Section 14: 
If any 
Section, 
Paragraph, 
Subdivision, 
Clause, Phrase or 
Provision 
of this Ordinance shall be ad­ 
judged Invalid or 
unconstitu­ 
tional, the same shall not af­ 
fect the validity of this Ordin­ 
ance as a whole, or any part or 
provisions, other than the part 
so decided to be 
invalid 
or 
unconstitutional. 
All 
Ordin­ 
ances or parts of Ordinances 
In conflict with any provision 
of this Ordinance are hereby re­ 
pealed. 
Section 15; The Grantor shall 
enact all needful 
Ordinances, 
rules and regulations for the 
protection of the property of the 
Grantee for the purpose of pre­ 
serving and securing the Gran­ 
tee all the rights, privileges, 
Immunities and benefits granted 
herein.

Seven Wonders 
of The World 


THE TEMPLE OF 
ARTEMIS AT EPHESUS 
Few actual construction de­ 
tails have come down to us about 
the Artemision — the Temple 
of Artemis (Diana) at Ephesus 
in Asia Minor - but it is known 
that the 
most 
imposing of 
the edifices built to her was 
the fifth one on the same site. 
L 
was 
begun after 
its pre­ 
decessor 
had been destroyed 
in 356 B. C. by a spitefully set 
fire, and was completed by the 
end of that century with the 
help of Alexander the Great— 
who legend says was born that 
very 
October night 
of the 
fire in 356. 
The 
great 
Greek sculptor 
Praxiteles is believed to have 
created the new 220-ft-wide tem­ 
ple's main altar. The building's 
porticoed columns 
were 
60 
feet high - all of dazzling 
white 
marble 
elaborately 
adorned 
with gold. The inter­ 
ior of the shrine was filled with 


art treasures. 
Since other 
Greek temples 
had 
colonnades Just as 
high 
and 
were of equal or greater 
area, it has been suggested that 
the Ephesian temple had some 
distinct element of grandiosity 
no longer 
known to us — per­ 
haps a lofty sculptured pa rapet 
of some 
Imposing podium. 
After a 
prosperous history, 
the Goths destroyed both 
the 
temple and Ephesus Itself in 
262 A. D. Although the 
city 
revived, and the cult 
of 
Artemis continued In 
spite 
of the 
spread of Christianity, 
neither 
ever recovered 
its 
former 
splendor. 
Later on the Artemision, plun­ 
dered and ruined after serving 
as a quary for local builders, 
was covered deep with mud by 
the local river or one of its 
tributaries. 
For 
a thousand 
years 
the exact location 
of 
the former 
Fourth 
Wonder 
of the World remained 
un­ 
known — until uncovered 
by 
British excavations 
in 1809.

nature. G rass in many areas 
of the fair grounds has been 
cut and plants are being pruned 
as well as 
a general clean­ 
up of the grounds and buildings. 
The dairy barn is being com­ 
pletely repainted 
inside with 
white walls and ceilings and 
red, 
white and 
blue ceiling 
beams. Three additional paint­ 
ers have begun work on this 
project, according to Askew. 
The 
swine pavilion judging 
arena is being partially 
re­ 
built because of dry rot, Askew 
said. The building is being re ­ 
furnished with new wood beams 
in many areas to strengthen 
the over • all structure, he 
said. 
With w orkers 
buzzing and 
the summer months fast ap­ 
proaching, Askew is confident 
that this y ear's fair will be the 
best one yet.

The anticipated hike in retail 
food prices is expected to wipe 
out a decline of nearly one per 
cent 
during 
the first three 
months of the year, then ad­ 
vance another one or two per 
cent on top of that. 
For the year as a whole, the 
department forecasts an aver­ 
age jump of about 1.7 per cent 
in food costs above last year. 
Prim arily 
because 
of the 
projected price hikes, consum­ 
ers are expected to spend about 
$94.6 billion for food this year 
compared 
to $91 
billion in 
1966. 
The forecast for higher retail 
food prices comes at a time 
when prices paid farm ers for 
food they produce are down 
nearly 10 per cent from last 
summer and seven per cent be­ 
low last year's average. 
Some of the expected Increase 
In retail food prices would re­ 


flect 
anticipated 
upturns in 
some farm prices, particularly 
for meat anim als. Somewhat 
reduced marketings of cattle 
and hogs are expected as a con­ 
sequence of some contraction In 
livestock production under the 
pressure of prices unsatisfacto­ 
ry to farm ers. 
The department said current 
indications point to an increase 
in both production and mar­ 
keting of farm commodities this 
year, with the upturn concen­ 
trated in crops.

When machines were first introduced in England 
in the 18th century, workers often rioted and 
destroyed the machines, believing they would 
put them out of work. 
In the stocking industry 1,000 stocking frames 
w'ere destroyed in a single riot, but, by the end 
of the 19th century, workers employed in the 
stocking industry multiplied a hundred fold. 
There 
were an estimated 7,900 persons em­ 
ployed in the cotton textile industry in England 
in 1760 when the 
spinning machinery was in­ 
vented. Fear of job loss caused hysteria among 
the textile workers, and armed force was re ­ 
quired to overcome opposition to 
machine 
installation. 
Yet, 27 years later, the number 
of people employed in the cotton textile in­ 
dustry 
had risen from 7,900 to 320,000. 
Mention of such increases usually stimulates 
the challenge, “ It may be true that the in­ 
vention of machines resulted in more jobs in 
the past, but things are different now.’’

Entry into the market 
is not encumbered by any po­ 
tential technology, secret know­ 
how, up in 1959 with 
an 
in­ 
vestment of $21,000 and wound 
up 6 years later with 30 stores 
doing 
nearly $115 
million in 
annual sales. As to the degree 
of concentration, the top food 
chains 
accounted for 18.4 per 
cent of total food store sales 
in 1963, the latest year avail­ 
able, down from 19.3 per cent 
in 1958. 
At a time when there is great 
need 
for 
wide public under­ 
standing of the American com­ 
petitive 
economic 
system, 
the work of the Food M arket­ 
ing Commission appears to have 
merely compounded confusion 
and misunderstanding. 
As an

Haddad, former 
crack reporter for the New 
York Post and son • in • law 
of John Hay Whitney, owner of 
the now defunct New York Her­ 
ald Tribune. 
Haddad was retained 
as an 
investigator by the late Sen. 
Estes Kefauver into the rigged 
high prices of drugs and 
is 
testifying currently in the probe 
of Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis. 
Haddad’s 
investigation took 
him to Latin America, where 
he uncovered confidential com- 
p a n y documents, 
many with 
"Destroy This" written across 
the bottom, proving that 
an 
international 
cartel 
was 
deliberately keeping 
drug 
prices high. 
He also conducted surveys in 
tliis country showing that drugs 
could 
be bought under their 
generic names for only a small 
fraction 
of the price charged 
for the identical drugs pur­ 
chased 
under their 
trade 
names. 
These pricing policies have 
kept vitally needed drugs from 
the sick and suffering 
who 
couldn’t afford them. 
When Haddad went into busi­ 
ness for himself as a political 
consultant, he was hired 
by 
Miami’s Mayor 
Robert 
High 
to 
help run his successful 
primary 
campaign for 
the 
Democratic gubernatorial nom­ 
ination. 
Suddenly, 
a 
detective 
ap­ 
peared 
in town to see 
Dan 
Sullivan, head of the Miami 
Crime Commission. The

cerpts 
from Haddad’s 
FBI 
charging that he was a Com­ 
munist and had operated Com­

Team sters’ Junta Sends Word 
to 
Imprisoned 
Hoffa 
He’s 
Through; New Convention Will 
Elect New L eaders. 
Washington, D. C.: •• It’s the 
last mile for Jimmy Hoffa. He’s 
had his final excursion, lots of 
fresh air, a 1,450 mile round- 
trip auto ride — and the grape­ 
vine’s word from a junta 
of 
Teamsters* leaders that he is 
finished as a power in the 
Team sters. 
Back in prison, he can mend 
m attresses but not fences. The 
message was cold and absolute. 
Even his caretaker government 
in the Team sters Brotherhood 
under 
Frank (Fitz) 
Fitzsim ­ 
mons 
is 
finished. It will last 
only as an administering opera­ 
tion until a special convention 
is called. The junta is working 
on that. It will be called with­ 
in a year. 
The old 
order has changed. 
And 
not 
because 
"F itz” 
fumbled the spread • eagle, 
intricate 
trucking 
negotia­ 
tions. Those of us who have 
microscoped the new 
pact 
know that it calls for 
almost 
100 per cent more than Hoffa 
won during the last go round 
in ‘64. At that time the gen­ 
eral president got a 41.5 cent 
raise over three years. 
Now with a cost of living 
increase 
of any size, 
the 
agreement 
can bring as much 
as 78 cents an hour more • at 
least by a conservative pro­ 
jection. Of course, 
most of 
this will be passed on to the 
shippers and then to we, the 
people. 
So Fitz has delivered as the 
Acting 
General President. At 
his side 
were 
many of the 
Team sters 
vice presidents— 
but not the "egg • head” Harold 
Gibbons who, 
as recently as 
two 
weeks ago, was publicly 
defending his form er chief. 
There were reports that the 
junta tiid off "F itz” during 
the recent high command ses­ 
sion in Chicago. Not so. They 
told off Hcrffa. They quietly 
told 
Fitz that they had told 
their regional and local people 
to start going through regional 
council leaders and local union 
officials - and not to lift 
a 
phone and call 
national head­ 
quarters for a muscled hand and 
a swift call from the national 
President. Those days 
are 
over. 
But It was Hoffa, not Fitz who 
was the target. The acting pres­ 
ident 
truly is the 
junta’s 
prisoner. They can 
remove 
him when they wish. But not yet. 
There’s a power vacuum in the 
national marble palace. How­ 
ever, there is no need yet for 
an empty 
chair. For the mo­ 
ment, it was Important to let 
Hoffa know he must stop dream­ 
ing of running the union from 
prison or of ever returning to 
it. 
There are enough anti • Hcrf­ 
fa votes now on the 
General 
Executive Board to call a spe­ 
cial convention. It’s all spelled 
out 
in the new 
construction 
i which few have bothered 
to 


read. Article 9, Section 8 states 
that a special convention may 
be called when two - thirds of 
the board deem It necessary .f’ 
Well, they now deem it vital. 
The board 
can set the rules 
for the special 
convention — 
which “ shall have the power to 
change any provision 
of the 
Constitution 
except 
the pro­ 
vision dealing with the term s 
of office for officers . . . and 
the 
provision 
dealing 
with 
salaries 
and expenses 
of of­ 
ficers.” 
This simply 
means that the 
special convention can do any­ 
thing regardless of what 
the 
constitution says except change 
the length of the term s 
of na­ 
tional officers from five years 
and the salaries, for example, 
of the president ($100,000 an­ 
nually) 
and 
the 
secretary- 
treasurer ($75,000). 
Thus two • thirds of the board 
- nine members by a legal count 
now 
that Hoffa is in for the 
duration - can revamp the en­ 
tire Team sters structure and 
elect new officers.

high command. So is Meany’s 
old friend, Tom Flynn, head of 
the Eastern Conference. Meany 
has conferred with

over the years. This means that 
the Teamsters* 
1.8 million 
members 
could well be inside 
the AFT. CIO by the federa­ 
tion’s December 1967 conven­ 
tion 
in Florida, but certainly

AUTOMATION - PLEASE DON’T BEAT THE 
STOCKING FRAMES 
WTien machines were first introduced in England 
in the 18th century, workers often rioted and 
destroyed the machines, believing they would 
put them out of work. 
In the stocking industry 1,000 stocking frames 
were destroyed in a single riot, but, by the end 
of the 19th century, workers employed in the 
stocking industry multiplied a hundred fold. 
There 
were an estimated 7,900 persons em­ 
ployed in the cotton textile industry in England 
in 1760 when the 
spinning machinery was in­ 
vented. Fear of job loss caused hysteria among 
the textile workers, and armed force was re­ 
quired to overcome opposition to 
machine 
installation. 
Yet, 27 years later, the number 
of people employed in the cotton textile in­ 
dustry 
had risen from 7,900 to 320,000. 
Mention of such increases usually stimulates 
the challenge, “ It may be true that the in­ 
vention of machines resulted in more jobs in 
the past, but things are different now.” 
Are they? 
Just a few years ago, some commercial air­ 
line pilots were worried about the use of the 
jet airliner in airline service. 
With the in­ 
creased size and speed 
of the jet planes, 
pilots were predicting that far fewer flights, 
and fewer pilots, would be needed. 
What they did not understand was the very 
thing that 
worried them most; the increased 
speed of the jets. Managers of airlines noticed 
that their big, new jet airliners completed their 
trips so much more quickly than the

propeller planes that they often sat idle for 
many hours of each day. Machinery only earns 
money when it is in use, so airlines began 
searching for new ways to keep their new jets 
flying and earning throughout the day.

it couldn’t do both. Now, however,

3a means whereby, in less than 20 minutes, 
}passenger seats are removed to make room for

; With this innovation, airlines put aircraft to 
; greater use, and are adding hundreds of pilots

jof automation. In 1940, the Ohio Bell Telephone 
iCompany employed 9,894; in 1960, there were 
119,795 on the

Imprisoned 
Hoffr He’s 
Through; New Convention Will 
Elect New Leaders. 
Washington, D. C.: - It’s the 
last mile for Jimmy Hoffa. He's 
had his final excursion, lots of 
fresh air, a 1,450 mile round- 
trip auto ride - and the grape­ 
vine's word from a junta 
af 
Teamsters' leaders that he is 
finished as a power in the 
Teamsters. 
Back in prison, he can mend 
mattresses but not fences. The 
message was cold and absolute. 
Even his caretaker government 
In the Teamsters Brotherhood 
under 
Frank (Fitz) Fitzsim­ 
mons is finished. It will last 
only as aa admlnlsterlaf apara- 
tion until a special convention 
is called. The junta is working 
on that. It will be called with­ 
in a year. 
The old order has changed. 
And 
not 
because 
“ Fit/” 
fumbled the spread - eagle, 
intricate 
trucking 
negotia­ 
tions. Those of us who have 
microscoped the new 
pact 
know that it calls for almost 
IOO per cent more than Hoffa 
won during the last go round 
in *64. At that time the gen­ 
eral president got a 41.5 cent 
raise over three years. 
Now with a cost of living 
Increase 
of any size, 
the 
agreement can bring as much 
as 78 cents an hour more - at 
least by a conservative pro­ 
jection. Of course, 
most of 
this will be passed on to the 
shippers and then to we, the 
people. 
So Fitz has delivered as the 
Acting General President.

Prayer Is Response to 


God; Submission to Will

A refugee child, placed in an 
American foster home, had her 
first experience with prayer. As 
the story goes, she described 
the family devotions as “ talking 
to someone who isn't there.” 
Obviously, it seemed to her a 
strange procedure, and even 
among the religiously versed, 
there have been recurring ques­ 
tions about the ways and work­ 
ings of prayer. 
“ Teach us to pray,” the apos­ 
tles 
asked 
Jesu s 
in 
the 
beginnings of Christianity. 
And believers ever since have 
approached the discipline of 
personal prayer variously — in 
confidence or uncertainty, in 
regularity or hardly at all, as an 
intimate com pass to life, or a 
mere external form ality. 
Nowadays “ prayer for many 
is like a foreign land,” says the 
Rev. Dr. Robert McAfee Brown, 
a 
Presbyterian 
theologian. 
“ When we go there, we go as 
tourists. Like most tourists, we 
feel uncomfortable and out of 
place.” 
Catholic philosopher Michael 
Novak, writing in the 
weekly, 
Commonwealth, says it is aston­ 
ishing “ how many cnristian sno 
longer pray,” as if God no long­ 
er was available in private de­ 
votions. 
Novak says that one of the 
troubles is that many Christians 
“ have scarcely progressed be­ 
yond the habits of childhood” in 
regard to prayer. 
They 
“ think 
that 
prayer 
means asking for things, for 
good weather, to find lost ob­ 
jects, to obtain peace of mind, 
to make an important sale. The 
mode is 'gim m e*. The implicit 


world view is m agical.** 
But a s he and many Christian 
scholars em phasize, prayer ba­ 
sically involves an attitude of 
responsiveness to God, of con­ 
centration on openness to His 
will, whatever it may be, which 
is what a person needs, even 
though he doesn't know it. 
“ Prayer is response to God,” 
says the Rev. Dr. John 
B. 
Coburn, dean of the Episcopal 
Theological 
Sem inary, Cam­ 
bridge, M ass. 
It is all right, he say s, “ to 
begin by asking God to help us 
in any way we see fit,” but in 
genuinely receptive 
prayer, 
“ we end by asking God to help 
us as 
He sees fit, and to meet 
our needs, not as we see them, 
but as He sees them.** 
That was the example set by 
the Virgin Mary at the annun­ 
ciation, “ Thy will be done,” and 
by Christ before His crucifi­ 
xion, “ Not My will, but Thine, 
be done.** 
Ultimately, “ You are using 
God when you pray for your 
own ends,” w rites noted P rotes­ 
tant theologian Reinhold Nie­ 
buhr. 
P rayer, he adds, should not be 
for “ trivial ends” but for “ in­ 
tegrity, courage, wisdom.” 
Through the ages, church 
scholars have often pictured the 
totality of living, and sensitivity 
to it, a s a continuous prayer, or 
effort to attune on self to full 
reality.” Pray 
without ceas­ 
ing,” St. Paul advised. 
As Martin Luther, the 16th 
Century 
Protestant reform er 
put it, “ Faith is nothing but 
pure prayer.” 
Catholic Novak says that for 
the adult Christian, prayer is

Helps Insure 


Balanced Diet

KENNETT - The Neighborhood 
Service Center Aides in New 
Madrid, Pem iscot, and Dunklin 
counties 
have been 
studying 
m eal planning, comparison of 
brand labels of canned fruits, 
m eats, and fish in a series of 
three 
c la sse s. 
The recom­ 
mended 
dally dietary allow­ 
ances for individuals in pro­ 
tein, calcium, iron, vitamin A, 
and ascorbic acid (vitamin C) 
were referred to in checking 
diets. 
Forty-eight aides 
and 
Head-Start cooks attended the 
sessio n s last week. 
The aides studied the prepara­ 
tion of deep-yellow and dark- 
green vegetables. 
These two 
c la sse s of vegetables 
rate 
high in 
carotenes precursors 
of vitamin A. This vitamin may 
be stored in the body. 
The 
carotenes are converted into 
vitamin A. 
Citrus fruits, tom atoes, fresh 
straw berries, a.id cabbage are 
among the many foods valuable 
for their content of 
ascorbic 
acid or better known as vitamin 
C. 
Fresh green cabbage and 
bell 
poppers 
contain con­ 
siderable amounts of vitamin 
C. 
The way the food is prepared 
depends on the retention of all 
food nutrients. 
Serving 
the 
food 
im m e d i a t e ly 
after 
preparation; 
whether it is a 
raw vegetable or cooked one 
will mean more retension 
of 
vitamin C. 
Using a 
sm all 
amount of water and 
rapid 
cooking of vegetables are other 
principles to be observed. 
The 
dark-green 
leafy 
vegetables are notable sources 
of iron, and calcium . 
These 
m inerals are not uniformly dis­ 
tributed in the different parts 
of the plant. 
Calcium in 
the 
outside green leaves of 
the 
plant is three to five 
times 
higher than in the pale 
inner 
part of lettuce. 
Leaf 
lettuce 
has more vitamin A value than 
the varieties that have pale- 
green heads. C arrots are a rich 
source of vitamin A or caro­ 
tene. 
The aides found in 
checking 
the No. 72 “ Nutritive Values of 
Foods” that many of the 
in 
season sum m er foods ascan ta- 
lope, 
watermelon, 
straw ­ 
b erries, 
and 
sweet potatoes 
yield appreciable amount 
of 
vitamin C. 
Liver, unlike muscle meat, is 
an excellent source of vitamin 
C and vitamin A. 
The lean 
m eats 
and glandular organs 
supply 
iron 
for hemoglobin 
which is often found low in the 
disadvantaged fam ily’s 
diet. 
Dry beans and peas are good 
sou rces of vitamin B and fair 
sou rces of protein. When these 
foods 
are 
used as 
main 
dishes; it is important to also 
serve some animal protein in 
the m eals in form of cheese, 
milk beverage or perhaps 
a 
milk d essert.

Prayer Is Response to 


God; Submission to Will 


By GEORGE W. CORNELL 
AP Religion Writer 
A refugee child, placed in an 
American foster home, had her 
first experience with prayer. As 
the story goes, she described 
the family devotions as "talking 
to someone who isn't there.” 
Obviously, it seemed to her a 
strange procedure, and even 
among the religiously versed, 
there have been recurring ques­ 
tions about the ways and work- 
ings of prayer* 
"Teach us to pray,” the apos­ 
tles 
asked 
Jesus 
in 
the 
beginnings of Christianity. 
And believers ever since have 
approached the discipline of 
personal prayer variously —in 
confidence or uncertainty, in 
regularity or hardly at all, as an 
intimate compass to life, or a 
mere external formality. 
Nowadays "prayer for many 
is like a foreign land,” says the 
Rev. Dr. Robert McAfee Brown, 
a 
Presbyterian 
theologian. 
"When we go there, we go as 
tourists. Like most tourists, we 
feel uncomfortable and out of 
plat**" 
Catholic philosopher Michael 
Novak, writing in the weekly. 
Commonwealth, says it Is aston­ 
ishing '‘how many c n n stu n s no 
longer pray,” as if God no long­ 
er was available in private de­ 
votions* 
Novak says that one of the 
troubles is that many Christians 
"have scarcely progressed be­ 
yond the liabits of childhood” in 
regard to prayer. 
They 
‘‘think 
that 
prayer 
means asking for things, for 
good weather, to find lost ob­ 
jects, to obtain peace of mind, 
to make an important sale. The 
mode is ‘gimme'. The implicit 


world view is magical.” 
But as he and many Christian 
scholars emphasize, prayer ba­ 
sically involves an attitude of 
responsiveness to God, of con­ 
centration on openness to His 
will, whatever it may be, which 
is what a person needs, even 
though he doesn't know it. 
“ Prayer is response to God,” 
says the Rev. Dr. John B. 
Coburn, dean of the Episcopal 
Theological 
Seminary, Cam­ 
bridge, Mass. 
It is all right, he says, "to 
begin by asking God to help us 
in any way we see fit,” but in 
genuinely receptive 
prayer, 
"we end by asking God to help 
us as He sees fit, and to meet 
our needs, not as we see them, 
but as He sees them.” 
That was the example set by 
tile Virgin Mary at the annun­ 
ciation, "Thy will be done,” and 
by Christ before His crucifi­ 
xion, "Not My will, but Thine, 
be done.” 
Ultimately, "You are using 
God when you pray for your 
own ends,” writes noted Protes­ 
tant theologian Reinhold Nie­ 
buhr. 
Prayer, he adds. should not be 
for "trivial ends” but for "in­ 
tegrity, courage, wisdom.” 
Through the ages, church 
scholars have often pictured the 
totality of living, and sensitivity 
to it, as a continuous prayer, or 
effort to attune onself to full 
reality.” Pray 
without ceas­ 
ing,” St. Paul advised. 
As Martin Luther, the 16th 
Century 
Protestant reformer 
put it, "Faith is nothing but 
pure prayer.” 
Catholic Novak says that for 
die adult Christian, prayer is 
"fundamentally an orientation

KENNETT - The Neighborhood

Madrid, Pemiscot, and Dunklin

meal planning, comparison of 
brand labels of canned fruits, 
meats, and fish in a series of 
three 
classes. 
The recom­ 
mended daily dietary allow­ 
ances for individuals in pro­ 
tein, calcium, iron, vitamin A, 
and ascorbic acid (vitamin C) 
were referred to in checking 
diets. 
Forty-eight aides 
and 
Head-Start cooks attended the 
sessions last week. 
The aides studied the prepara­ 
tion of deep-yellow and dark- 
green vegetables. 
These two 
classes of vegetables 
rate 
high in carotenes precursors 
of vitamin A. This vitamin may 
be stored in the body. 
The 
carotenes are converted into 
vitamin A. 
Citrus fruits, tomatoes, fresh 
straw berries, a.id cabbage are 
among tho many foods valuable 
for their content of ascorbic 
acid or better known as vitamin 
C. 
Fresh green cabbage and 
bell 
peppers 
contain con­ 
siderable amounts of vitamin 
C. 
The way the food is prepared 
depends on the retention of all 
food nutrients. Serving 
the 
food 
i m m e d i a t e l y 
after 
preparation; whether it is a 
raw vegetable or cooked one 
will mean more retension of 
vitamin C. 
Using a 
small 
amount of water and 
rapid 
cooking of vegetables are other 
principles to be observed. 
The 
dark-green 
leafy 
vegetables are notable sources 
of iron, and calcium. 
These 
minerals are not uniformly dis­ 
tributed in the different parts 
of the plant. Calcium in the 
outside green leaves of 
the 
plant is three to five 
times 
higher than in the pale 
inner 
part of lettuce. 
Leaf lettuce 
has more vitamin A value than 
the varieties that have pale- 
green heads. Carrots are a rich 
source of vitamin A or caro­ 
tene. 
The aides found in checking 
the No. 72 “ Nutritive Values of 
Foods” that many of the 
in 
season summer foods ascanta- 
lope, 
watermelon, 
straw­ 
berries, 
and sweet potatoes 
. yield appreciable amount 
of 
vitamin C. 
Liver, unlike muscle meat, is 
an excellent source of vitamin 
C and vitamin A. 
The lean 
meats 
and glandular organs 
supply 
iron for hemoglobin 
which is often found low in the 
disadvantaged family's 
diet. 
Dry beans and peas are good 
sources of vitamin B and fair 
sources of protein. When these 
foods are used as 
main 
dishes; it is important to also 
serve some animal protein in 
the meals in form of cheese, 
milk beverage or perhaps a 
milk dessert.

Seven Wonders 
of The World 


THE T E M P LE OF 
ARTEM IS AT EPH ESUS 
Few actual construction de­ 
tails have come down to us about 
the Artemision — the Temple 
of Artemis (Diana) at Ephesus 
in Asia Minor - but it is known 
that the 
most 
imposing of 
the edifices built to her was 
the fifth one on the same site. 
I. 
was 
begun after 
its pre­ 
decessor 
had been destroyed 
in 356 B. C. by a spitefully set 
fire, and was completed by the 
end of that century with the 
help of Alexander the Great— 
who legend says was born that 
very 
October night 
of 
the 
fire in 356. 
The 
great 
Greek sculptor 
Praxiteles is believed to have 
created the new 220-ft-wide tem­ 
ple's main altar. The building's 
porticoed columns 
were 
60 
feet high - all 
of dazzling 
white 
marble 
elaborately 
adorned 
with gold. The inter­ 
ior of the shrine was filled with 


art treasures. 
Since other 
Greek temples 
had 
colonnades just as 
high 
and 
were of equal or greater 
area, it has been suggested that 
the Ephesian temple had some 
distinct element of grandiosity 
no longer 
known to us — per­ 
haps a lofty sculptured parapet 
of some 
imposing podium. 
After a 
prosperous history, 
the Goths destroyed both 
the 
temple and Ephesus itself in 
262 A. D. Although the 
city 
revived, and the cult 
of 
Artemis continued in 
spite 
of the 
spread of Christianity, 
neither 
ever recovered 
its 
former 
splendor. 
Later on the Artemision, plun­ 
dered and ruined after serving 
as a quary for local builders, 
was covered deep with mud by 
the local river or one of its 
tributaries. 
For 
a thousand 
years 
the exact location 
of 
the former 
Fourth 
Wonder 
of the World remained 
un­ 
known - until uncovered 
by 
British excavations 
in 1809.

They found that the sound level 
of the music ranged between 90 
and 105 
decibels, with peaks 
up to 120 decibels, equivalent 
to the noise 
of a jet engine. 
California 
industries 
must 
provide 
protection 
for em- 1 
ployees 
if the noise level is 
above 85 decibels. 
Teen - agers stay in 
these , 
places for about 
four hours,

In addition to the critical state 
of cotton, the highly perishable 
strawberry crop probably will 
suffer serious loss, he said. 
No estimate was available to 
the amount of the cotton crop 
now planted.

either the Mint, Sahara Tahoe, 
one of the Kings Inns or Town­

"You'll never know the exact 
location of the other two bombs 
until 6 o'clock tomorrow morn­ 
ing when they explode."
